Charity mum on Luke 

Outcome of hearing over accounting irregularities unknown

A missed deadline, a ven¬ 
ue shift across town, and a 
three-hour, late-night 
board meeting later, the 
Halifax charity where 
Rosamond Luke worked 
won’t say if she’s still em¬ 
ployed. 

“We have no comment 
until 10 o’clock tomorrow 
morning,” said All 
Women’s Empowerment 
and Development Associa¬ 
tion chair Brenda Saun¬ 
ders/Todd. Her comments 
came after a meeting with 
Luke at the charity’s of¬ 
fices wrapped up after 10 


p.m. yesterday. 

Luke was a Conservative 
election candidate for two 
days until her criminal 
record was exposed earlier 
this month. 

The association suspend¬ 
ed Luke with pay last week 
after accounting irregulari¬ 
ties showed up in their 
books. That suspension 
was changed to without 
pay on Monday. 

Luke had until 5 p.m. 
yesterday to explain irreg¬ 
ularities. Saunders/Todd 
said Luke called at 5:17 
p.m. to say she was show¬ 
ing up. That moved the 
meeting from a downtown 
office building to an office 
on Joseph Howe Drive.

Wife wants 
Taser use 
reviewed 

police An Amherst woman 
wants the town’s police de¬ 
partment to review its use 
of Tasers following a re¬ 
cent medical emergency 
during which her husband 
was zapped with one. 

The woman, who asked 
that her identity be with¬ 
held, said she grew con¬ 
cerned for her husband 
last Sunday when she 
could not wake him up. 
When she checked his 
blood sugar, she found it 
was dramatically low. 

As the 34-year-old man 
woke up, he resisted para¬ 
medics’ attempts to put in 
an IV, and they asked for 
police help. 

“All of a sudden I heard 
the officers telling him 
they were going to tase 
him. I ran down the hall 
yelling to them he doesn’t 
understand, but they 
zapped him anyway,” she 
said. 

She said her husband bit 
off part of his tongue, and 
couldn’t walk for three 
days afterward. 

“He needed their help 
and they treated him cruel¬ 
ly. The scream that came 
out of my husband when 
he was Tasered was the 
worst thing I have heard in 
my life.” 

Amherst Deputy Police 
Chief Ian Naylor said offi¬ 
cers felt the man was a 
danger to himself and oth¬ 
ers. 

He said all Taser inci¬ 
dents are reviewed by the 
police force.

It's official: We work 
too much says study

A lot of Nova Scotians 
complain they work too 
much. Now they’ve got 
science to back them up. 

A new study from GPI 
Atlantic shows not only 
are Nova Scotians working 
too much, but work has 
eaten into their leisure 
time more and more over 
the past 
decade. 

According 
to GPI, we 
spend five 
hours and 40 
minutes a

time, which Andrew Harvey, 

is half an professor 
hour less 
than in the 1990s. 

It doesn’t sound like 
much of a difference, but 
it adds up to over 200 
hours a year spent work¬ 
ing instead of playing. 

“We work inordinately 
long hours compared to 
the free world,” said Saint 
Mary’s University profes¬ 
sor Andrew Harvey, who 
authored the report. 

“We need to take a hard 
look at work hours and 
work regimens.” 

The study also put a dol¬ 
lar value on how much 
free time is lost. 

They used a system 
based on other studies 
that show people will give 
up income as long as it 


gives them twice as much 
time (so people are willing 
to take two hours off, if it 
only cost them one hour’s 
worth of wages.) 

GPI then halved the av¬ 
erage wage of $17.54 an 
hour to calculate Nova 
Scotians are losing $1.25 
billion worth of free time 
each year compared to 
what they were 10 years 
ago. 

Harvey said the govern¬ 
ment needs 
^■ to step in to 
ensure Nova 
Scotians 
work less 

and that this 
could even 
help the 

economy. 

“It might 
just help it, 
to research 


according 
that’s been done. Because 
when people are working 
their butts off they aren’t 
working productively.” 

“We might be slightly 
less productive in one 
sense. But we might be 
much more healthy and 
productive in another.” 

Harvey said many Euro¬ 
pean nations work much 
fewer hours, but their 
economies are strong. 

Single moms lost the 
most free time — an aver¬ 
age of 2.7 hours a day be¬ 
low ’90s levels — accord¬ 
ing to GPI. 

The leisure activity that 
was dropped the most was 
reading. 


Emotionally explosive day in 
court for Nora Bernard’s family

court yesterday morning where he pleaded guilty to manslaughter. 


Family members of slain 
native elder Nora Bernard 
greeted her killer with 
hateful stares and harsh 
words as he was hastily 
led into court yesterday 
morning. 

“I want to know if when 
he looks at his hands, can 
he see my 
mother’s 
blood on 
there ... can 
he smell it?” 
asked 
Bernard’s 
daughter 
Leanna 
MacLeod 
of Hilden. 

As James Douglas Noel 
Gloade was led from the 
sheriff’s van, his answer 
was brief. 

“Fuck off.” 

Gloade, 25, pleaded guilty 
yesterday to manslaughter 
in the brutal killing of his 
grandmother, 72-year-old 
Millbroolc resident Bernard. 

Gloade was originally 
charged with first-degree 
murder, but pleaded guilty 
to the lesser charge. The plea 
comes one day after Bernard 
would have turned 73. 

Bernard, a well-known 
native activist and champi¬ 
on of residential school sur¬ 
vivors was found dead in 
her home in the early hours 
of Dec. 27, 2007. 

Her death sent shock- 
waves throughout the com¬ 
munity. 

Gloade was remanded to 
custody until his sentencing 
Oct. 21, which his defence 
lawyer asked be by way of a 
native sentencing circle. 
Sentencing circles involve 
elders, members of the vic¬ 
tim’s and accused’s fami¬ 
lies, the lawyers and a 
judge. In order for the circle 
to take place the elders of 
the community would have 
to agree to accept the case. 


Both the reduced charge 
and the possibility of using 
a sentencing circle pro¬ 
duced anger and outrage 
from members of Bernard’s 
family. 

“I’m not happy about it,” 
daughter Gail Richardson of 
Winnipeg said of the 
manslaughter plea. “I think 
it still should have been 
first degree murder, but I 
will have to take what I’ve 
got.” 

Richardson also ex¬ 
pressed discontent with the 
proposal of a sentencing cir¬ 
cle. 

“I think it’s making a 
mockery out of aboriginal 
ways. This is a horrific 
crime. He slaughtered her.” 

Gloade’s lawyer Stan Mac¬ 
Donald explained the sen¬ 
tencing circle could only 
recommend outcomes to 
the judge and whether that 
recommendation is accept-

ed is up to the presiding 
judge’s discretion. As a na¬ 
tive, Gloade has the right to 
a circle and ultimately it’s 
his choice, he said. 

“He accepts responsibility 
for what happened with his 
grandmother. There’s no 
happy outcome with this, 
but it’s an acceptable plea,” 
said MacDonald. 

MacLeod, another of 
Bernard’s daughters, also 
expressed her outrage at 
the day’s happenings. 

“The sentencing circle is 
to bring about healing, to 


repair the harm done. How 
can you possibly repair the 
harm done?” she asked. 

“He’s never been made to 
take responsibility, he’s 
never been held account¬ 
able for anything he’s ever 
done,” she added. 

Gloade sat quietly 
throughout the short court 
proceedings except to whis¬ 
per “yes,” when Judge John 
MacDougall asked him to 
confirm his guilty plea. 

However, Gloade seemed 
to find his voice after he left 
the courtroom. 

As media waited for him 
to emerge from the court¬ 
house he could be heard 
shouting obscenities from 
inside. 

Gloade will face a prelimi¬ 
nary inquiry for first degree 
murder Oct. 21 as well as a 
charge of failing to report to 
a supervisor at 14 Court St.

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Illness rates higher 
in mostly black 
community: Study

preston A mostly black No¬ 
va Scotian community out¬ 
side Halifax has higher 
rates of heart disease, men¬ 
tal illness and diabetes 
than its white counter¬ 
parts. 

That’s the finding of a 
new study comparing ill¬ 
ness in Preston with seven 
mostly white Nova Scotian 
communities with about 
the same size and econom¬ 
ics. 

“It does not surprise me 
at all,” said Irvine Carvery, 
president of the Africville 
Genealogy Society. 

“The history of health¬ 
care delivery has been 
shamefully woeful in the 
African Nova Scotian com¬ 
munity.” 

The study, conducted in 
part by Dalhousie Universi¬ 
ty, and published in the 
Canadian Medical Associa¬ 
tion Journal, says Preston 
has higher rates of heart 
disease, strokes, and psy¬ 
chiatric disorders. 

The level of type-2 dia¬ 
betes is 43 per cent higher 
than the provincial aver¬ 
age. 

The study said about 86 
per cent of Preston resi¬ 
dents are black, compared 
to about two per cent of

the provincial population. 

The study doesn’t offer 
causes for the higher rates, 
but rules out excessive 
smoking and drinking, dis¬ 
tance to hospitals, or envi¬ 
ronmental hazards. 

The area’s MLA also says 
he’s not surprised, adding 
Preston’s cancer rates are 
above normal as well. Kei¬ 
th Colwell chalks it up to a 
lack of education. 

The school board denied 
the area access to a lot of 
basic educational rights 
until the mid-1970s, Col¬ 
well said. He said the com¬ 
munity had to file a class- 
action lawsuit for change 
to take effect. 

“This really happened,” 
said Colwell. “If you don’t 
give somebody the oppor¬ 
tunity to earn an educa¬ 
tion, their ability to earn 
an income is reduced ... 
that means you don’t have 
access to some things that 
may prevent illness down 
the road.”

wants one. 

Canada’s only safe injec¬ 
tion site, Insite in Vancou¬ 
ver, has become a target 
for the federal Conserva¬ 
tives, who challenge the 
legality of providing drug 
users a place to shoot up. 

But the medical and sci¬ 
entific communities have 
largely rallied around the 
site for reducing drug-re¬ 
lated deaths, curbing the 
spread of HIV and other 
health benefits. 

Last month, Diane Bai¬ 
ley of the Mainline Needle 
Exchange went to Vancou¬ 


ver to see Insite, and came 
back hoping to see a simi¬ 
lar program in Halifax one 
day. 

West Nova MP and Liber¬ 
al health critic Robert 
Thibault told Metro yester¬ 
day he would support a 
similar site in Halifax if 
the addictions services 
community felt it was 
needed. 

“The people of Halifax 
know what is best for Hali¬ 
fax,” said Thibault. “If 
there is support for (a safe 
injection site) then we 
should go for it. 

But he said the decision 
to pursue the site would 
have to be made at the 
provincial level. 

“In my mind the deci¬ 
sion is made at the level of 
the province,” he said. 
“The premier would have 
to come to me.”

Canada Post agrees to 
pretty up mail boxes 


Councillor pushes for art policy to apply to federal body

Coun. Sue Uteck was 
ready to declare war on 
Canada Post yesterday. 

In a committee of the 
whole discussion on a new 
public art policy, the 
Northwest Arm-South End 
councillor said she was 
disappointed with Canada 
Post’s inaction on pretty¬ 
ing up their mail boxes. 
She called them “the 
worst corporate offender” 
and contrasted them to 
Aliant, which has painted 
murals on many of their 
utility boxes around town. 

She asked Mayor Peter 
Kelly to not allow any 
more post boxes in the 
city until they come up 


with an artistic program. 

“Let’s wage a little pub¬ 
lic war,” she said. 

Since Canada Post boxes 
are under federal jurisdic¬ 
tion, Uteck wasn’t able to 
make good on her ultima¬ 
tum. She settled for ask¬ 
ing Kelly to inform Cana¬ 
da Post of the municipali¬ 
ty’s new public art policy 
instead. 

Genevieve Latour, a 
spokeswoman for Canada 
Post, said after four years 
of pilot projects, a pro¬ 
gram will start next 
month. She said whenever 
they replace a post box in 
the HRM, its replacement 


will have decals on it. She 
said she didn’t know what 
the decals would look like. 

“It will certainly look 
good,” she said. “We have 
made a lot of progress.” 

It will likely take until 
the spring of 2009 before 
the new boxes will be 
seen around town, she 
said. 

Meanwhile, Uteck was 
thrilled council approved 
the new public art policy. 
Since amalgamation, only 
one new public art piece 
has been installed. 

The new policy will 
make it easier to get art 
out there, and also take 


pieces out that don’t fit 
anymore. 

Plus all building devel¬ 
opers will have to pay one 
per cent of their construc¬ 
tion costs towards public 
art. 

There are thousands of 
art pieces in a warehouse 
in Burnside that could be 
used, Uteck said, even as 
rotating artwork inside 
buildings. 

The new policy will 
make it easier for groups 
to put art in their commu¬ 
nities, Uteck said in an in¬ 
terview.

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Immigration plan 
concerns provinces

The federal Conservatives 
plan to limit acceptance 
of skilled workers apply¬ 
ing to come to Canada to 
only 38 occupations, a 
move that will not serve 
provincial labour needs, 
says Ontario immigration 
minister Michael Chan. 

The proposed changes, 
he said, were discussed at 
a meeting between Immi¬ 
gration Minister Diane 
Finley and her provincial 
counterparts in Ottawa 
earlier this month. Now 
provinces are concerned 
they will have to expand 
their own immigration 
programs, Chan said. 

Those applicants whose 
occupations are not on 
the list, he said, would 
have to apply through 


provincial “nominee” pro¬ 
grams — a move that, in 
effect, downloads a large 
part of the immigration 
burden on to provincial 
governments. 

“The (federal) plan 
would require economic- 
class immigrants to clear 
two hurdles,” Chan told a 
news conference in Toron¬ 
to yesterday. 

One is a new occupa¬ 
tional test. The other is 
the points system, which 
is already in place. 

The new occupational 
requirement system 


would allow Ottawa to re¬ 
ject most applicants on 
the basis of its occupation 
priority list, he said. 

Neither Finley nor Chan 
would release the list of 
occupations. Finley said 
yesterday the government 
is still meeting with stake¬ 
holders and will release it 
later this fall. The list is 
part of the Harper govern¬ 
ment’s sweeping immi¬ 
gration reforms to pick 
and choose which immi¬ 
grants are admitted to 
Canada.

Police, alerted to video 
footage posted on the In¬ 
ternet showing Saari firing 


a gun, questioned him on¬ 
ly the day before the ram¬ 
page, Interior Minister 
Anne Holmlund said. 

She gave no details of

Subaru has built a reputa¬ 
tion over the years of pro¬ 
ducing safe, reliable, and 
functional vehicles. 

While far from being 
disasters in the styling 
arena, most Subarus have 
never had what you 
would call that “knock¬ 
out” punch when it comes 
to looks. Much like the 
Volvos of yesteryear, Sub¬ 
aru became know for sol¬ 
id, dependable vehicles 
that tended to blend in 
with the crowd and didn’t 
set hearts aflutter. 

But that appears to be 
changing as a look at Sub- 
aru’s 2008 Impreza lineup 
will attest. 

I recently spent a few 
days with the Impreza 
2.5i five-door hatchback, 
decked out with the fancy 
Sport Package, and it was 
impressive both from a 
looks and performance 
standpoint.

The secret to a great Saab 
is to let the Swedes do 
their own thing. The 93 . 
The 96 . The 99 Turbo. The 
900 Turbo. And now the 9 - 
3 Turbo X. They’re all mod¬ 
els that deliver on 
engineering prowess, 
Swedish sensibility, and 
now, all-weather perform¬ 
ance. 

Yeah, the Turbo X has 
all-wheel drive. I men¬ 
tioned engineering 

prowess for a reason, be¬ 
cause through its history, 
Saab has pioneered unique 
solutions for its vehicles. 
With their low-volume 
production, Saab makes a 
perfect candidate to pio¬ 
neer new GM technolo¬ 
gies. 

For the car’s XWD 
(‘cross’ wheel drive) sys¬ 
tem, Saab partnered with 
Haldex to deliver a drive- 
train that can split power 
fore and aft, plus side to 
side between the rear 
wheels. 

Unlike past Haldex sys¬ 
tems, torque is distributed 
throughout the drivetrain 
from a standstill. Older sys¬ 
tems needed a certain 
amount of wheel spin to 
send torque to the re¬ 
quired wheel, but XWD is 
ready instantly. 

Performance fiends take 
note: Saab says the sys¬ 
tem’s rear eLSD (electronic 
limited-slip differential) 
will “increase the perform¬ 
ance envelope at high lat¬ 
eral acceleration.” More on 
that in a moment. 

At the heart of the car is 
a massaged and tur¬ 
bocharged 2.8-litre V6, 
good for the mentioned 
280 horsepower and 295 



lb-ft of torque. It’s torquey, 
with a strong powerband 
and turbo surge — and not 
unlike Volvo’s similar-dis¬ 
placement turbocharged 
six-cylinder engine. 

There’s a character to all 
turbo’d sixes, with Saab’s 
being more raucous than 
most because of its lovely 
exhaust. 

But fastest Saab ever? Ze¬ 
ro to 100 flashes by in 5.5 
seconds... so yeah... fastest 
Saab ever. 

Once behind the wheel, 
Saab is adamant that they 
have the best integration 
of all-wheel-drive with the 
“vehicle’s various sys¬ 
tems.” 

But they’re right. Saabs 
usually handle like 
they’re on a slope of a 
roof, fun for a second un¬ 
til you’re on the way 
down.

Crossover CX-9 makes a family drive more fun and less stressful

The Mazda CX-9 GT came to 
class ready for anything we 
could throw at it. And 
when it graduated, the 
crossover vehicle was sport¬ 
ing a very impressive 
report card. 

The CX-9 is Mazda’s 
largest vehicle. Now that 
minivans aren’t cool 
enough — and many au¬ 
tomakers, like Mazda, no 
longer feel the need to offer 
one — the seven-seater CX-9 
fills the role as the brand’s 
premier people mover. 

It’s based on the Mazda 6 
platform, which has been 
modified and massaged for 
its new duty. It shares the 
273-hp 3.7-litre V6 doing du¬ 
ty in the Lincoln MKS, and 
said V6 is hooked up to a 
six-speed Aisin automatic 
transmission. 

The most inexpensive CX- 
9 is the FWD GS model, at

about $39,995. But ours was 
the most expensive CX-9 in 
the catalogue — a fully op¬ 
tioned GT model ($51,710). 

GT models start the pro¬ 
ceedings at about $46,825; 
its most notable enhance¬ 
ment over GS models is the 
lovely 20-inch wheel and 
tire set. Our baby also got 
AWD ($2,000), DVD system 
with Bose 5.1 surround- 
sound stereo with 11 speak¬ 
ers and wireless head¬ 
phones ($2,675), and a pack¬ 
age that included copious 
luxuiy bits, navigation with 


Bluetooth, and rear-view 
camera ($1,520). 

We won’t list the stan¬ 
dard safety and conven¬ 
ience features, because, be¬ 
lieve us, it’s not lacking in 
any. 

Topping our lists of posi¬ 
tives is styling. Beauty is al¬ 
ways in the eye of the be¬ 
holder, so go and behold 
yourself, but we think Maz¬ 
da did a great job in marry¬ 


ing sporty details — like 
those lights, wheels and in¬ 
tegrated exhaust tips — in¬ 
to a sleek people-mover for¬ 
mat. 

The look and feel of the 
inside of the vehicle also 
garnered its share of raves. 
The faux wood used 
throughout the cabin is a 
dark, heavily lacquered vari¬ 
ety, symbolic of a type 
found in traditional Japan¬ 


ese art work. 

However, while touch¬ 
screen controls are cool and 
high tech, most of us would 
still prefer durable and easy- 
to-reach controls for items 
that need frequent adjust¬ 
ing. And while the wrap¬ 
around centre console is 
beautiful to behold, a few of 
us thought it made the cab¬ 
in feel less spacious. 

Customers more obsessed 


with chassis dynamics will 
also be pleasantly surprised. 
The vehicle performs better 
than its size and weight 
would indicate. 

The front seats and driv¬ 
ing position were also 
praised. They are crucial 
cogs in the CX-9’s prowess 
as a long-haul specialist. Al¬ 
so, the DVD player/babysit¬ 
ter might have a little 
hand in keeping the stress 
levels down on long family 
rides. 

The second row is 60/40 
split-bench affair that can 
slide fore and aft, so there is 
a ton of legroom to be had 
back there. 

Fuel economy is not stel¬ 
lar, but this shouldn’t be a 
big shock as the CX-9 is 
what it is — a big crossover. 
Energuide ratings are: 14.0 
L/100 km city, 9.7 L/100 km 
hwy. And note that you pay 
a discemable premium for 
AWD: the FWD CX-9 is rat¬ 
ed at 13.2 L/100 km City, 9.0 
L/100 Ion Hwy.

Ljubljana just lovely 


Got 48 hours to explore 
the ruins of the ancient 
Angkor empire?

TheTravelJunkie 
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L jubljana. With some 
50,000 university stu¬ 
dents living in the city, 
the vibe is abuzz with 
youth, culture and 
nightlife. Who knew that 
the Slovenian capital city I 
can hardly pronounce 
would turn out to be one of 
the hippest spots in Europe. 

I ended up in Slovenia, 
one of the smallest coun¬ 
tries in Central Europe, as a 
result of “Plan B.” I was 
originally supposed to trav¬ 
el to Georgia, but, as the 
conflict with Russia grew 
and the tanks rolled in, I 
figured it probably wasn’t 
the best time to visit. 

Anxious for an alterna¬ 
tive place to explore, Slove¬ 
nia seemed like a good 
choice. I’d fly from Istan¬ 
bul direct to Ljubljana, the 
city with a jumble of con¬ 
sonants in a country I 
knew very little about. 

There’s something really 
nice about Ljubljana. It has 
that manageable, small- 
city feeling with all the 
perks of a big one. From 
theatre to art, fine dining 
restaurants to trendy bou¬ 
tiques, it fulfills all my re¬ 
quirements of “cool.” Most 
importantly, it’s a back¬ 
packer-friendly location 
with a well-established 
tourist infrastructure and 
lots of English-spealcers. 

The landscape, carved 
with canals and bicycle 
paths, reminds me of Ams¬ 
terdam, minus the tacky 
souvenirs, sleazy sex shops 
and legalized pot cafes. 


Ljubljana’s Old Town is 
rich with Baroque, gothic 
and Art Nouveau architec¬ 
ture. Footpaths lead to his¬ 
toric castles, frescoes deco¬ 
rate cathedrals and bronze 
dragon statues guard 
bridges. But beyond the ar¬ 
chitecture and famous 
monuments, it’s a chill 
place with tons of outdoor 
cafes, perfect for people 
watching. Down a strip of 
cobblestones, a parade of 
scenesters saunter past. 
Women with big scarves 
smoke skinny cigarettes. 
Men rock effeminate styles, 
oversized sunglasses and 
the occasional Euro mullet. 


Though guidebooks 
say 'your hair does¬ 
n’t have to be pink 
to fit in/1 argue that 
it sure does help. 

For the anti-commercial 
scene, Metelkova is the 
place to be. An autonomous 
zone for off-the-wall artistic 
expression, this outdoor ur¬ 
ban space is devoted to 
counter-culture. Amidst the 
graffiti walls and squat-lilce 
surroundings there are 
bars, a few gay clubs, per¬ 
forming art spaces and mu¬ 
sic venues playing every¬ 
thing from punk to reggae. 

The area has an anar¬ 
chist aura with anti-police 
graffiti and rockers in 
black. Though guidebooks 
say “your hair doesn’t have 
to be pink to fit in,” I argue 
that it sure does help. 

Rastas strum guitars, 
angst-ridden teenagers 
mope and pit bulls frolic as 
their tattooed owners 
drink absinthe. Meltellcova 
is a must-see.

One of the best westerns 
to ride onto screens in 
years, Ed Harris' new film 
Appaloosa does a surpris¬ 
ingly good job of reviving 
and updating the genre — 
but whether it will strike 
gold with audiences is an¬ 
other story 

There was a time when 
Hollywood produced a sad¬ 
dle-hill of westerns, but by 
the late ‘60s the genre was 
pretty much dead. 

Directors like Sam Peck¬ 
inpah (The Wild Bunch) 
and Sergio Leone (The 
Good, The Bad, And The 
Ugly) created revisionist 
westerns that toyed with 
the formula and excited 
new audiences, yet it al¬ 
most felt as if there was no 
where left to go in the 
genre once they were done 
with it. 

There have been numer¬ 
ous attempts to revive the 
western since then, the 
most successful being 
Clint Eastwood’s 1992 
masterpiece Unforgiven. 
The film was easily one of 
the most thought provok¬ 
ing and interesting exam¬ 
ples of the genre, sparking 
a wave of new westerns in 
the ‘90s including Jim Jar¬ 
musch’s quietly brilliant 
Dead Man, Sam Raimi’s ki¬ 
netic The Quick And The 
Dead, and the blockbuster 
Western Tombstone. 

They were all solid 
films, but none was suc¬ 


cessful enough to breathe 
new life into the genre. 
Since then, there has been 
a new western every few 
years, but sadly nothing 
that generated much com¬ 
mercial interest. 

Last year’s 3:10 To Yuma 
proved that westerns 
could still be bankable, 
but the success of that 
movie had more to do 
with the combined star 


power of Russell Crowe 
and Christian Bale than 
anything else. 

The amazing HBO series 
Deadwood is one of the 
most remarkable westerns 
ever created, but despite a 
cavalcade of awards and 
critical acclaim it never 
had much of an audience 
and was cancelled before 
reaching the planned con¬ 
cluding fourth season. 


Surprisingly, some of 
the most entertaining 
westerns to be produced 
in recent years are wild 
pop-art experiments to 
emerge from Asia, includ¬ 
ing Talcashi Miike’s 
Sukiyalci Western Django, 
and Ji-Woon Kim’s upcom¬ 
ing The Good, The Bad, 
And The Weird. 

However, as fun as these 
movies are, they won’t 


have much impact on this 
quintessential^ American 
genre. 

As long as there are film¬ 
makers with a sense of the 
history of cinema, there 
will be westerns, but un¬ 
fortunately it doesn’t look 
like genre will ever be 
commercially viable again. 
The days of John Ford have 
passed and they may never 
return.

Symphony Nova Scotia is 
celebrating more than just 
its music this season. 

There is also a significant 
milestone to 
commemorate. 

The popular orchestra is 
launching its 25th-anniver- 
sary season before the 
masses tomorrow night at 
the Rebecca Cohn Audito¬ 
rium in Halifax. 

The kick-off show fea¬ 
tures Peter Allen’s new 
Hurricane Juan Concerto 
and the orchestra’s per¬ 
formance of 

Shostakovich’s Symphony 
No. 10. 

The 7:30 p.m. premiere 
is the start of a busy season 
for the symphony. There 
are 39 performances, in¬ 
cluding some featuring 
well-known guest artists 
and conductors. 

“The anniversary is a big 
event for the orchestra, 
and we have some events 


happening because of it,” 
said music director Bern- 
hard Gueller. “There are 
some events making this 
season very special.” 

That includes tomor¬ 
row’s opener, which is the 
world premiere of Allen’s 
Hurricane Juan Concerto, 
which spans the 12-hour 
period before, during and 
after the storm in five 
movements, and portrays 
the spirit that brought No¬ 
va Scotians together in its 
aftermath. 

Allen, a Halifax pianist 
and composer, will play pi¬ 
ano during the perform¬ 
ance. 

As for Shostakovich’s 
Symphony No. 10, which 
closes the show, it is con¬ 
sidered one of the most 
compelling symphonies of 
the 20th century.

“We are very close to the 
fifth anniversary of that 
storm,” Gueller said of

be called a hurricane of a 


different kind - a long- 
lasting hurricane. 

“But all three pieces 
have a positive solution at 
the end.

HBOVER HERE: It seems a

The new channel is not 
a partnership — HBO 
does not have any owner¬ 
ship stake in the new 
channel, according to a 
press release, but rather 
Astral Media and Corns 
Entertainment have ex¬ 
panded their deal with 
the U.S. network, which 
will also see more HBO 
content appearing on 
their On Demand chan¬ 
nels. 

This would have been a 
big, bold move two or 
three years ago, when 
HBO’s brand was white 
hot, but right now it 
looks more like Corns and 
Astral are doing HBO the 
favour, and not the other 
way around. The U.S. net¬ 
work has had its thunder 


stolen by its once-margin- 
al competitors since the 
The Sopranos made its 
halting march to its fi¬ 
nale; that last episode, 
with its abrupt, ambigu¬ 
ous ending, turned out to 


be prescient, as HBO’s 
profile seemed to dimin¬ 
ish just as sharply, though 
its reputation lingers in a 
stubborn half-life. 

HBO did very well at 
Sunday’s Emmys, picking 


up a bale of awards for 
shows like Entourage, In 
Treatment and especially 
John Adams, but the rele¬ 
vance of those accolades 
is debatable when the 
show pulled its lowest rat¬ 
ings ever — just 12.2 mil¬ 
lion viewers — and drew 
an avalanche of critical 
brickbats for its leaden 
pacing and disastrous 
hosting gimmick. 

Until HBO can hoist its 
standard on a couple of 
new flagship shows, its 
public image will increas¬ 
ingly revert to the dissi¬ 
pated host of offerings it 
was famous for during 
most of its early history 
— the 25-plus years be¬ 
tween its low-profile de¬ 
but in the heyday of net¬ 
work television until 
those fateful nights when 
Carrie Bradshaw tripped 
down a Manhattan side¬ 
walk in her unfeasibly 
high heels and Tony So¬ 
prano padded out to the 
end of his driveway to 
pick up his morning pa¬ 
per.
